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INTRODUOTION. 

With jayooB songa and gratefal hcartB, tliu people of God in ancient days 
obeyed Hia conunand, "Thou ahalt not delay to offer tlia first of Uiy ripo frnits, 
. . . the FiRaT-FBniTS of thy labora which thou liaBt Bown in the field." " 
odua 31 : 29 ; 23 i IQ. ) We, therefore, giving all the praiao to our Goi 
Father, who haa, by the Holy Spirit, bo Blorioiifily hleBsed our first eight months 
work for Hia dear Son in this land, aend forth theao " FirBt-Fraits " of oar labor 
in America in the uauae of Christ our Lord, OBpooially in the ministry of Dii-ine 
Healing. We do this on the eve ot going forth again for a aecoiid and longer 
period of service to oar Loid on thia Pacitic Coaat. 

We begin, on Lord'i Day, April 28th, a. miaaion in the city of Loa Angeles, 
Southern tkilfornia, and. Clod willing, we ahall visit other cities in that portion 
of this State, and proceed' from thence to Oregon, Washin^onand British Colum- 
bia, where we intend to couduct niiBsious until the Fall, m which luhora we ask 
the prayers and sympathies of ail our Christian readers. 

The following pages are, for the moat part, simply eitraota from our ahort- 
hand writer's reports of the words of testimony uttered by those who have been 
healed through faith in Jesua, aa given by themselves before a multitude of wit- 
neasea in the Praise and Testimony Meetings which have been held at the close 
of each of our miasiona, ten ot which have been conducted by ua in this State. 
Concerning the genuineness of these statements there can be no righteona dispute, 
but we deeply regret (although we cannot be surprised) that we have been under 
the necessity ot defending the truthfulness of these witneasea againat the false 
and malicioua attaoks, not of the world, but of some who profesa to be ministers 
within the Church of Qod. "No strange thing haa happened to na" in our be- 
ing compelled to diacbarge thia painful duty, but it is none the leas to be regretted, 
alUiough we trust such conduct will never be repeated. One good result is that 
it has given us an opportunity, and laid upon us the necessity, of again and again 
bringing forward these witnesses, w ho, before hundreds and even thousands of per- 
sons, have reaffirmed their testimony without challenge. In this matter, re- 
membering the words of tho great apoatle, we say to our Christian friends, "Pray 
tor ua, that tho word of the Lord may have free eonrse and be glorified, and that 
we may be delivered from unreasonable [margin, Gr. "absurd '^ and wicked men, 
for all men have not faith." 2 Tliessalonians it ;2. 

In only two, or possibly three, cases do we know of any of the witnesses 
whose testimonies aro herein reported liaving gone back to former conilitiona, and 
the cause of their declension in every case is to lie foundin aretumto sin, largely 
through evil and ungodly aurrnundinga wliich the persons concerned have yielded 
to instead ot overcoming throngh the graue ot God In this conaeetton, we de- 
sire to remind all who read, that what is received through faith in Jeans may be 
lost through unbelief and other sins. Our Lord's warning in John 5 ; 14 suifi- 
eiently proves this assertion. He aaid to one whom ho bad healed, " Behold, 
thou art made whole. Sin no more, leat a worse thing come unto thee. " 

We have added to thia new aud enlarged edition of "First-Fruits" two ad- 
dresses which we delivered before the Congregational Ministers' Club of San 
Francisco. These contain brief, and necessarily incomplete, outlines of our doc- 
trinal teaching, which forms by far the /rreatest portion of onr ministry; but we 
think it well to add these pagea, since thara is a widespread desire that we 
ahonld publiflh our teachmg. We reaorvo, however, the full publication ot 
that in book form until wo have opportunity to write our intended work on the 
whole subject, which we trust will lie during nest Pall and Winter. Mean- 
while, we ahall pnbliah articles on vanous aspects of Divine HeaUng truth in our 
monthly ma|;azlne. Our constant experience is that Teaching ia of the first im- 
portance. Our Lord's example in His eartldy ministry, aa shown in Matt. 
4 ; 23 and : 36, makes this olear. Tliere we see that Jesus went about, firstly 
Teaching, secondanly Preaching, and thirdly Healing, and, ao far as lie enables 
us, we follow in his tootatops. The greater part of our workia Teaching. Preach- 
ing i« simply the proclamation of the results of the Teaching, and the Healing 
always follows where the truth ia fully ri ' 
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We have been led to eatablisb ia this country cmt little mae&ziti< 
"Leave! of Healing," which we egtablished last Jaue in New ZeidaiK 
way to this coantry. We hare tFauBplanted it to this coMt, and the first 
bet of the new isaue will be rtiady early next month, God willing' 

In uDnnection with thia matter, we have eBtabliebed on office at 320 Saneome 
Street, San Francisco, where Bubsuriptiona will be received ($1.00 per aanuni} for 
this monthly magazine, and where oopiea of various pamphlets which we have 
written on tnia Bnbject can be obtained. We are asking our Lord to enable ua to 
print tnil/i our men prea, as soon aa possible, our various publications, and we trust 
soon to be in a position to supply tracts and Divino Healing Literature to those 
who desire it throughout this coast. 

One important ODtuome of this work has been the formation, in San Francisco, 
on Lord's Day, Nov. 11th, of the American Divine Healing AsBociation, of which I 
have accepted the office of Frosi Jentpiv tern. Three Branches have now been formei:! 
in tbe cities of San Francisco. Oakland and San Jose respectively, numbering about 
seven hundred members, which are ste&dily growiog and maintaining moat inter- 
esting weekly meetings, and conducting a widespread visitation . It is our inten- 
tion, at the close of our misaiona, to eatabliah Branches of this Association in 
each of the places that we are led of God to vtait. 

In answer to many inquiries, we desire to inform Christian readers who are 
interested that we pni-pose, if the Lord permit, leaving this ooaat next apriag. 
Froceedin^ eastward, we traat to hold miaaions in a number of central positions 
in the United States, Thereafter, we intend to visit Canada and Great Britain 
and Ireland, But we can fix no program, for our absolute duty ia to follow God's 
plan, and we simply make these announcements in answer to many inquiries. 
At the same time, we shall be glad to communicate with friends in many of the 
centers of popidation in this and other coimtriea, and help by correspondence, 
and otherwise, in the BKtension of thia beautiful gospel and miniatry of Divine 
Iteating. All who desire to communicate with us will please addresss their 
letters to the office of " Leaves of Hoaling," 320 Saniome Street, San Francisco, 
from whence they will be forwarded to ua should we not be in that city. 

We desire to record our gratitude to God that He ia raising up able and de- 
voted servants and handmaidena, to whom we shall be able to leave this work 
next year with perfect confidence. Already, the presidents and officers of the 
virion Branches of the Association are justifying our choice, and hundreds of the 
□lembera are engaging much more actively tiiau before in the work of God in 
conusution with their various chorchea, besides promoting tliis work.

She looked at me with tears in har atuny face, and when I said, " Now will yofl 
just trust Jeeua as your healer? " she again replied, "Show nie how."

This incident I have thm narrated in detail, because it is the first CMo ot 
divine healing which I have been permitted to witness, and to be inatrumentaJ in, 
on this great continent. I could nut have deaired a hetter. Ignorant, almost with- 
out hope, she was ooe of those common people who, iu the days of Jesus' earthly 
mioistiy, beard him gladly, and racaivaa hiui fally, not only as their Saviour, but 
as their Healer. 1 pray that she may ha the representative of multitudes who 
shall thus, like the poor of old. have this gospel preached unto them, and who 
shall receive all its taviug, cleansing, healing, and upliftiog power

Having introduced her to Mrs. Dowie, she eat down and toldua her story. It j 
wsa one whioh I con never forget. She aaid, as nearly aa I can reuoUect her 
wonls, " Doctor, 1 have come, although I knew it not, from New York to aee 

I asked her to eiplain. She said: "Six weeks ago I was, ss I have been for 
many years, a worldly, frivolous, vain lady in society, neither worse nor better tha.n 
my mother before me, and like many in my own station of life about mc. It has 
pleased God (I would not have Tiaedhia name six weeks ago) to give to myself 
and husband mnch wealth; bnt we never nsed it except for to gratify ourselves and 
to entertain people like ourselves. I us?d to go to ahnrch ocuaaionally, sometimes 
qaito frequently; but it was a part of society duty, of society life. I never re- 
member reali^g God's presence once in any part of the worship, or in any oHhe 
many discourses I heard. But six weeks a^o I ivaa reading a new book, to which 
my attention had been directed. I am food of reading and of discnssing in society 
the literature of the day. It was jnst Ijecause it was a book being talked al>out 
that I read it. It was Prof. Ueniy Dmmmond's ' ' Natural Law in the Spirittial 
World." I wsa deeply impressed, not so much with his reasoning, which I dis- 
puted, but by one thought whioh fastened itself upon my mind: I felt myself 
standing upon the ver^e of earth and time looking away out into an eternity, and 
1 had no hope. I felt intensely miserable: I felt I wanted to know God, fori wsa 
without hope, and I was without God, in the world. But I told no one my 
thoughts, not even my husband. I was ashamed to let anyone know that I feft 
that! was a sinner. We were about to start (my husband and I) for Europe, for 
Paris, where my only son is beingedncated, to spend thesummer on the continent. 
But 1 felt I could not go in the condition I was. So I aaid to my husband, " Let 
me go West before we leave for Europe." He said, " Whereto! I said, " I don't 
know, I think I will go to Sau Praooiaco." He asked, "Why?" I wonld not 
tell him. Bnt he agreed, and as we have friends, many friends, sot^iel;/ Jriends," 
she added, "in this city, he thought it possible I might apend a good time here, 
and so I came a fortnight ^o. A few days hero with my friends only made me 
more miserable, for I oould see that many of them were as heartily aick of tho- 
world aa I waa. So I left San Francisco and went down to the Hotel Del Monte 
at Monterey " (this hotel, one of the wondcre of this continent, I visited when at 
Pacific Grove; it is a fashionable resort, at all seasons, of wealthy people), "there 
I found no relief; I wandered about the beantifnl gardens, and walked along tha- 
seashore, but nature had no balm for my sickness. One day I lifted up quite ■ 
casually, as I thought, a San Francisco newspaper;

the emptiness anil vanity of her liFe. 

I toen said, " But conviction is not conversion, and before you are converted 
you muat also bo convinced of the righteousness of Chriat. " T read to her the 
wards contained in John 16 :7-ll. She saw she had an "Advocate with the 
Father, Jeaua Chriat the righteons." I then led her to see that

San Francisco Mission and Its Closing Scenes. 

It win be remembered that this Sli^aiou was conducted in the Young Men's 
Christian Association Hall, Sutter Street. The meetings iti the afternoon grew 
steadily in numbers aod in power, and a very large proportion of those attending 
were business men who left their ofhcea and hanks after three o'clock, to listen to 
the " Healing -room Addresses." Our closing afternoon meetings were large, and 
at last completely filled the hall, many sitting on the steps to the gallariea. 

The evening lectures were from the first ottenrled by nadiencea which filled 
the building, and at last crowded it out. One of the morning pipers of the city 
observed that "even staniling room was at a premium," From the very first 
meeting we had after-meetings, attended on each occaaion by mauy hnndreds of , 
persons, and it waa our delight to see large numhera seeking openly at these 
meetings the Lord as their Saviour. More than one hundred and fifty persons 
thus iirofesaed to have found salvation in these meetings through faith in Je-usc 

The work of Divine Healing went steadily on almost from tlie first, bat 
during the last five days of the miasion there were many striking miroclea Ot 
healing, and numbers thronged as seeking the Lord fur healing, swelling into 
hundreds. 

It is onr intense regret that in every mission we cannot see individually all 
those who desire to see us, but we feel it only makes ua more eameat in making 
our message clear aJid plain, so that the people having received the teaching, may 
thus directly aeek Jems as their healer. Wo long for the day wjien multitudes 
will be healed without human touch. But when this work is in tta infancy it 
seems to he with many an absolute necessity that they shall have the human heli:er, 
and we pray that God may send forth many iinaliSed laborers into his great harvest- 
fields, for truly wo Bee every day the lields are "whita unto the harvest." The 
lai^e numbers of Christians who professed to receive blessing during this mission, 
greatly cheered us, and a very striking teiitiire also waa the numerona requests for 
prayer which came to us from every part of the city and State, and from all pi'ta 
of America, These numbered many hundreds, and in not a few cases there were 

But time would tail us to attempt any detailed aecount of our lone series of i 
over sixty meetings and after-meetingi during that mission. It would tie wrong, i 
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howerer, for ua to omit to mention the special meetiage for men, which a1 
quest of the Young Men's Christian Association we eonilQcted for four su< 
Lords days. The crowded rowa of earneat faces will nerer be forgotten by us, 
and the large numbers of meu who found Christ as Saviour in these meetings make 
us deeply grateful to him who has thus oondoacendad to use ua »o graciously. 

The hearty co-operation of Mr. Henry McCoy, the Secretary, Mr. Johnson, j 
the Assistant Secretary, the members of the deception Committee, and largo '1 
numbera of young men of the Association, waa also most gratifying; and we ows ] 
it to them, and to Ood, to record our high appreciation of their constant kindness. 
Our janitor, "John," by bis hearty good nature and unceasing devotion won the 
love oi many hearts, and at out closing meeting a reference to his kindness elicited 
a burst of upnlause. 

So it will be seen there were many things favorable to a successful mission. 
Yet there were not a few things unfavorable. The doctrine waalittie known and it 
was discredited by many who coufounded it with Mind Healing, or Christian 
Science (mudilied forms of Spiritualism), whiuh have invaded America and done 
much evil. We had also to contend with the apathy of many, and the antipathy 
i, of the ministers of tho gospel. We were very freely discussed (and the 
ioua were reported) at ministerial associations. On various pablie occa- 
sioua reference was made to ourselves, and sermons preached in many churches 
on the subject of our mission. 

But it may also be stated that a number of ministers openly avowed their 
sdheaion to our teaching, and some of then openly assisted ub on our platform and 
in the altcr-meetinga; wlille othera eKpreasedTtheir sympathies by their frequent 
presence and by kind letters. 

I had also the privilege of preaching for ray friend and brother, the Rev. M> 
Gibson, D. D. , in the First Umted Presbyterian Church, and also in the beautiful j 
Mariners' Church, the good pastor of which aided ns throngbout the n 
We were unable to avail ourselves of the invitation to preach for other brethren. I 
owing to the preaanre of work in om misaion.

The Association to which Dr, Lane refers will, we trust, be formed during J 
onr second mission in San Francisco, which will be held in a month or two, and ] 
it is a great joy to os that such men as he and our beloved Brother Arnold, and ^ 
othera, will take a leading part, with many devoted men and women, in th 
establishment of such on organization. 

We ask our friends everywhere to pray that we may be divinely guided ii 
this portion of the work; for good organization promotes progress and insure

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The Closing Praise aud Testimony Meeting. 

This was held on the evening of Monday, July 'J. The building waa crowded 
to its utmoat capacity lung before the meeting opened, and every inch of etandiog 
room waa oucupied; one of the morning papera anya, " Many hundreds of persona 
could not obtain admiadon, " A Bong servioa preceded our entrance upon the

We felt it was a recompense for oar con- 
tinuous and exhausting labor to hbo this great multitude of faeea lit up with en- 
thuBiaam and expectancy, and looking around upon the blind who had received 
their sight, the lame who now had received power to walk, and the many forms 
of sickness which had been healed; we felt that we had indeed been privileged to 
ba the bearers of " Leaves o[ Healing " from the "Tree of Life." After giving 
the glory to God, I presented the petitions for prayer which had been received 
since the previous meeting. Amongst tliese was one which was so beautifully 
anawered that we cannot forbear giving it in detail, ere we proceed with the ac- 
count o! the meeting. I quote from a verbatim report of the proceedinga now in 
my hands, written by Mr. H. H. Eawes, of 320 Sansome Street, San Francisco, a 
highly ofiieient stenographer and type-writer, who aaalsts me to overtake my vary 
extensive correspondence, and to report in fuU these meetings and special lectures.

Is it nob 
written of onr God, 'Ha is the father of the fatherless 7 " This little fellow at- 
tended the meetings; he was blind. Dr. Barcon said he was blind from birth.

For ten years he has been unable to walk, until now, witliout lining led by the 
hand, when outside the house. Ue never saw an object, so far as we know, dur- 
dnrin)i; these ten years, not a single object to know what it was. Jeans haa now, 
throngh Mr. Dowie's agency, restored his aight almost entirely; ha can now walk 
alone, see houses, chimneys, and small objects very readily. He can also see 
print of larae size, and it can be read by lijm; something I never expected to see 
hira do. My little boy is bright and happy now, and gives Ood all the glory. 
Praise hia name forever." 

"I was also." adds the writer, Mrs. Lula Ritchville, of 1241 Mission Street, 
San Franciaoo, " instantly cured of internal hemorrhage of some weeks' ataoding 
without any laying on of hands, at the Hrat meeting I attended." 

This lett^ having been read, we turned to the hoy and said; —

Mr. Dowiesaid; "His mother told me that evening that he said to her, ■Don't 
yon think, mother, God will forgive me if I don't go down to tha meeting to< 
night; 1 do want to ace those fireworks; they do look beuufi/Tij. ' " 

We showed him in the presence of the audienue our watch, which he waa 
able to distinguish at a distance, telling the puoiile which side was turned to him, 
the open face or the back. We took a bouquet of dowera from tbe hands of one 
in the audience and asked him to point out the various colora; be described their 
colors without hesitation, distdngniahing eaeh color, and even shades of color. 
We showed him a, little pair of peculiarly confltraotied folding nail Boissors. whidi 
we u»e, which he at once recogoizeil, and other ohjeots, amongst which were 
coina, which he told us the valne of. Tbe last one that we held up waa a silver 
dollar, and we said, "If you guess right you shall have it." He did so, and got it 
We told the people also of how on the i^temoon of that day in our roams at the 
Palace Hotel we aunt him upon a voyage of discovery, and how he went to every 
part of the rooma, and looked at unfamiliar objects, and made very remarkabl" 
observations concerning them. Amongst these was a uertain. round cyltiidrical 
black object, and he said, "Oh, ain't that a funny box." I told him to lift the 
box andput it onhiahead. He did «o and found it waa my ailk hat^ wluchoaai- 
pletely covered his face. 

Mrs. Kitchville, the mother of th 
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aaidi " He waa abont a, year old wbea I discovered he was totally IjUiid, althonah 
the doctors all said he was born blind. He has beeit very busy learning Vie 
names of tbinga, and ia learning by feeling and Eight together; he feels and sees 
and then distiugaishes objects, and after he has seen an article he knows what it 
is. He has to learn to Bee. 

" When 1 y/rut coming herb to-night on the horae-cars, it was the first time 
he ever saw a horse. He amused the ladies and ^ntlemeu in the car talking 
about it. He said, ' Mamma, the horse's tail is made of ha.ir, I thought it was 
like a dog's tail , And look, mamma, he has a moustache on his head. 

At this point the people laughed almost until thoy cried, and we closed that 
testimony, saying that it bad often amnaed ua to note the peculiar observationa 
of thoae who had just received their sight. For instance, I had asked Georoie to 
say what the color of my hair waa on top of my head, and he said, " You nave 
none, you are bald." We believe Elisha was hald-headEd, and so we are, at least 
in that particular, like one of the propheta. We have aometimea heea mocked 
for thia balduess; bnt we have never found it to be an infirmity. Those who re- 
proved the ancient prophet at Bethel (3 Kings 2 : 23, 24) found that mocking a 
man of Ood was a, serious matter; and there are still "she-beara " about, and 
' " he-beara " also, for that matter. 

A Little Girl IS Years of Age Healed of Ulcerated Legs. 

This was the next case presented, and from this difficulty she had Buffered 
for six years. She walked ii]) and down perfectly free, and her mother added

The third cose which testified was one of great iutereat; it was tliat of Mrs.

"She came here aad listened to the Rev. Mr. Dowie teaching this beautiful 
doctrine, and day by day ahe grew in faith and believed his teaching,' fully, as be- 
ing that of the word of God.

He said: "Well, dear friends, Christian ladies and gentlemen, throngh the inter- 
position of a warm and dear friend of mine 1 was inilnced just a fortnight ago to 
enter the portals of this hall. Shame upon me, I have to confess that I have 
Brown up from childhood in this State and have not attended a meeting of the 
Young Men's Christian Association. I hod not Uien a stranger to the divine 
teaching, for my fathur and mother (now in Heaven) and all thereat of ray family, 
arc of the household of faith. But thank God my mother's prayers are answered. 
I was the wayward one ; in fact, my father's fortune was my misfortune, and 
there are numbers within the sound of my voice who know I was a pretty bard 
case. There was a general invitation extended here for persons to come up and 
be saved and seek the salvation of their souls. 1 ventured up here ["Thank God," 
from the audience], and I went down there and prayed eamastly (o Ciud for salva- 
tion and to escape from the thraldom of sin, and 1 arose convijiced that I bad 
been forgiven. ["Hallelujah!"tromMr.

But God has greatly blessed his people, and ha J 
will carry the glorious tidings forward that Jesus is our Saviour from diseases lut Z 
well as from sin. Oh, rejoice in hia goodness and power! We do not take any ^ 
credit or glory to ourselves; if we did that we wonld not have received the blsM- I 
ing; of ourselves wa feel empty and powerless, but when we consecrate ouraelve* J 
to him the power comes, and his Holy Spirit in auifeata itself upon the hearts of 4 
the people, and wlierever this tojching goes hia Spirit instructa the people, a" ■* 
he answers confirming our words by signs and wonders and migbty works.

On the following Lord's day evening, August 6, the miasion waa opened. 
The Bpacioua and convenient churoh vrna crowded in every part, large numbers of 
peraona stauding throughout the whole aarvice, and many were unAle to obtiJn. 
an entrance into the building. Our after meeting upon that occaaion remlted in 
tlie open conversion of a, number of persons, auil we were delighted to hear the 
following day that the intidel husband of a lady, who had been instrumeutal ^ 
largely in o|iening the way for na, had been convertecl in his own house, and that^

Instantaneous Healing of My Dislocated Shoulder. 

My readers will scarcely ba prepared for my telling them that during the 
whole of the three hoiira of the toregoiug teatimony meeting, I conducttid the ex- 
ercisea with my loft aim torn from ita shoulder souket, altliough the faet waa un- 
known to a single person in the building. The accident, if audi I maycall it, for 
it was in oonaequetica of the sin of another, occurred within threo-ijuarters of an 
hoar of onr beginning the meeting. It was a quarter past seven before I left 
with'Mra. Dowia the parlora of tho church to return tomy hotel for slight refresh- 
msiit and the arranging of certain papers. As I came quickly out of the door I 
slipped upon the hard asphalt pavement on the skin of a piece of fruit, and fell 
with a tremendous crash upon my left shoulder. I arose at once, but not without 
dilSculty, ftnd found my left acnt waa hanging powerless by my side. " It Beema 
almost as if it wore broken," I said. I>r. Holmes, whowaa atanding by {who with 
Dr. Hervey and another, and the two doctors already mentioned, make a quintette 
of bulieving doctora in San Jase), came up to ma and said, "O, doctor, have yon 
broken yonr arm I " I at once replied, " No, it cannot be, for God'a word haa 
said, ' He keepeth all his bones, not one of them is broken. ' " A little crowd had 
gathered around us, from which I hurried away, asking them to go back and 
pray that I might be able to conduct the meeting. Accompanied by Elder Cad- 
man, of the Presbyterian Church, East Oakland, and Mrs. Dowie, I j^roceeded to 
the St. Jamea' Hotel in great agony. I asked the Lord if it was a sprain to heal 
nie; if by any pogsihility it conld bo a broken bone, torestoreit But the answer 
did not seem to come. Pastor Afflcrbach and others visited me immediately Bad 
prayed for me very tenderly. I aaked them all to go back to the church and 
pray for mo there in a jirivate room. I then appealed to ft od that I should hoc 
be put to shame, nor dishonor the name of the Lord, by my inability to conduct 
the meeting. I immediately got power to move my arm from the elbow to the 
finger tips, and rotumed to the church convinced that the injury was a disloca- 
tion at the shoalder. But there was no time to have that aet right, for the 
chnroh was crowded with eager, expectant people, aud the rumor had got abroad 
that I was injured and would not be able to proceed. 

I went into Br. Jewell's study and told him I had been injureil, but said 
nothing as to the nature of it. After prayer we at once entered tliu building 
and vondncted the meeting. While it was proceeding I felt that the bone waa 
not only out of ita place, bat that it had alipped back and was pressing hard 
against my side, with every slight movement of my arm or body. But 1 re- 
ceived in answer to my unspoken prayer ench contiimous streams cf heavenly 
power that nllJlongh I cannot say I was at all timea without pain, ^et I was bo 
completely lifted above all sense of pain that I neither manifested it nnr felt it, 
for the most part, during these long hours. But immediately the meeting h&d 
cloaed I turned to my friend. Dr. Bishop, aud aaid, "Doctor, come in halt aa 
hour to my rooms, at the St, James', and pull my left arm into its aoeket." I 
think he thoui^ht I was joking, almost, at nrst, aud I know from what he after- 
warda said that he was snro 1 Wafl mistaken: for it was impossible, lie thought, 
for anyone to be in such a condition and do what I had been enabled by the 
Lord to do.

H. Hawes, our stentgrapher, wera 
all present, with Mrs. Dowie. I then for the first time had my ooa,t remove<l, 
and \[rs. Dowieretired into the next room. When my clothing was all removed 
from the nppor port of my body it was found, just aa I hod heliaved, that the 
arm was out of ita socket, and of oonrae the ligaments were ruptured, and ex- 
travasation of tilood must have followed. The doctor looked I'ery gr^vo, but I 
asked him to proceed to bnainesa, and I lay npon the floor, asking the friends to 
pray. The doctor placed his stockinged foot against my side, and with one

fentle, strong pull the arm slipped beautifully 
neither felt, nor by any sounci eipreased, any i 
formed I felt as perfectly free as if no such thing ^ 
"Thank God," I sprang to my feet. 

"But you must he snfferiog great pain still," 

I said, " No. I thank yon for the friendly ac ., 
the rest; I am perfectly healed." 

He said, "You must be sufloring pain? " 

I said, lifting my arm over my head, and putting il to the farthest extremity 
upon ray back, "No, there is no pain," and then grasping my friend's hands with 
ihy left hand, I showed them that all the power was iu my arm. 

After a few minntes' prayer and happy talk, we separated. I ate a hearty 
Bnpper, retired toTest and slept soundly, leaning my head for a good portion of 
the night upon the injured shonldec. The next morning I liresaed myself freely 
and easily, aud found there was no inilammation nor injuiy of any kind. Dr., 
Bishop called during the day with a patient of his whom ha desired me to pray for, 
and found that I was free from pain. I visited many persons that day, and dined 
with a number of friends, and the following day continued my visits, and from 
that time till now have never been inconvenienced by the injury for a moment. 

Thifl little incident, though not publicly narrated, has become widely known, 
and I humbly hope has helped to strengthen the faith of many. I only narrate 
it here that I may give alt the gloty to <Jod, who for Jesus' sake by bis Holy 
Spirit 80 mightily upheld me, and so graciously restored me. Gladly can I add 
my testimony to the truth of his word, "I am the Lord that healeth thee;" and 
to the declaration concerning his servants, "Hekeepeth all their hones not one 
of them is broken."

That is the itory satiety me, and I came just as I waa, aud I go and 
throw myeelE iu the arma of Jesus, and say, ' Lord talie me,' And my Jeauawaa 
waiting — oh, bow aoiiona he was waiting ! and mine heart was ready to receive 
it; and ao he came down ao low to his little one that he healed the body. And 
that was not all; he healed mijie soul wonderfully, as it was never, never liealed 
before — mine poor soul. I never enjoyed aach a rest, such a peace, such a religion. 
What shall I say ? [The speaker tamed inquiringly to Mr. Dowie. Mr. Dowie 
said, "Tell about being at Paeifio G|Mve."] 

" My wife came down to San Jose from Pacific Grove. I wont there to get a 
little reat in Paoific Grove, but I didn't get any rest; I get woraer and woraer.

Are the HoalingB Permanent? The First Case in America 
After More Than Fonr Months. 

Mr. iJowieaaid: "The tirat case of healing in which I was used in this country 
is a very iaterestiug one, I arrived on the Pacific mail steamship, Mariposa, with 
my beloved wife and children on the 9th of June. On the IGth of June, seven 
days after I arrived here — I had a great many visitors nt my rooms at the Palace 
Hotel — this lady came in. I am sorry I have not got my American collection of 
crutches here to-night; 1 intended to have them; they are in tha oellar of my 
friend, Mr. Craig; but ne shall have them here this day fortnight, when we will 
liave another Testimony Meeting. This dear aiatcr, Mrs. Blown, came in upon a 
crutch with a daughter, who ia oow by her side on this platform. She had been 
waiting a long time in the corridor, I was about to go away, thinking I should like 
to get soma lunch, for it was very far on in the day. 1 did not need to ask why 
she came; I oould see she waa svitfering, in every line of her face. We said a few 
worda to her. I have an account of Sie caje in my little maganne, " Leaves of 
Healing," published in August last. I asked her if she was a child of God. She 
said she was not sure. We went into the matter, and she gave her heart wholly 
to the Lord, I asked her to give her foot to the Lord. Drs. Lane, ParkinBon, 
and Bwing, of Saurameuto, had all said that her left foot muat be operated upon, 
and there wsa danger that it would have to be taken off; that a part of the ^ikle 
bone must be taken out. It was what they call a ' bone felon, and the disease 
was in the ankle. She had suffered for two jears, and at the advanced age of 
sixtf-eigbt years , she felt she would rather die than have the operation. She 
heard of our coming; she read the account of the Chroiikle'a interview with me, 
and she laid, " That man is either a great fraud or a man of God." Her husband 
Esaid, " 1 believe the latter." She came down from Sacramentoj she told me bar 
case; she found the Lord in my room as her Saviour. Then I laid hands upon 
her foot, and she waa just instantly and perfectly healed. That was June 16, 
and it is now October 28. That waa the first case in which I was used in this 
country, and she is here from Sacramento to-night, to tcli the story for herself. 
Come, dear sigter, tell us all about it. It is something to face so many hundreds 
of people, I know, but the Lord will help and bless yon. " 
Mrs. Srown, who looked in splendid health, said : — 

" I was sick with rheumatism about seven years, and then about a year and 
one-half ago I was taken with a dreadful pain in that hip ; at drat it run down to 
the foot, to the heel. I suffered that Way for some three or four mouths — I 
could not say poiitively how long it was; the suffering was great. I seut for Dr. 
Lane, and ha came. In the firat place, he made inquiries about my foot, — what 
was the matter with it, and looked at it, and pronounced it a bone felon.

So, on Wednes- 
day he came, without ray sending tor hini. I told him that I had finally coq- 
<llnded that I could not stand the operation, and i^d not think 1 was able to go 
through with it ; that I would rather die with my foot in that fix than to die 
and have it operated upon; that I knew it would kill me — knew I couid not stud 
it, He inaisted, but I told him that I did not want it done. 

"A few days after that, I think it waa, we read in the Ckronide that Brother 
Dowie was here. I said to my husbanil, 'Well, I am going down to-morrow 
morning.' He said at iirst. ' I don't see what you are going for.' I said, ' Well, 
X am eoing to see the doctor ; if there is anythiag in it, I would like to have the 
benefit from him, or, from tha l.ord Jeans ChriHt through him.' He says, ' You 
have no faith ; you don't belong to no uhurch; bo I don't aee hardly any sense in 
your going.' 

" 'Well,' I sail 'I am going to-morrow morning.' 
He says, 'How can yon goT You can't watb only with a crutch, and liow 
<u going to get into the hack or on to the train ?' 

I laid, ' You will help me, and the hackman will help me, and I think I 

id somebody down there, and with your help I can get on the train.' 

So the next morning I got up at 4 o'clock, and it took me till half paat five 

to stand well enough to driess myself, and I had to have help to dress. I got into 

* hack, and I came down here, and I went to see Brother Dowie at the Palace 

Hotel; bnt I didn't tliink I was any Christian; don't think I am much of one 

yet — that is honest; I think 1 luck a great deal of being a, thorough Christian at 

" '' ■"hank the great God that I waa sent to him. I 
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I was healed in — I could not say how quick—after he prayed for mo. Him and 
hia dear nife prayed for me, sinner as I was, and I waa healed — well, in an in- 
stant. He told me to get ap and walk, and 1 walked right off, and f can walk 
now, and I am pretty old — not so vary pretty, hut old. (She walked easily 
aaroBi the stage, and the audience cheered with great enthusiasm.) From that 
day to this I have never felt any pain like that I had before, nor any pain in 
that foot, and it is quitb well; it is very well.

The Little B07 Who Was Blind from Birth. | 

"I havB a little boy here who hiul heen bliiiil £rom birth, and he got his sight 
on July 4, There is a very widaapread and false rumoc that he ia as bliad ua 
he waa before, and I am going to show him to yon here to-night, 1 would like 
to aay a word about the case. 

"I want the boy that waa blind to be seen, and to gii-a yon a few words about 
hiniseU. Now, there are nnmbers o£ cases of healing which do not aeem to be 
just as perfect as one woulil like to see; and let me say here, there is a general 
impression that divine heflliog uf necessity must be immBdiataly perfect and per- 
manent. That is not the case. Kvea our Lord Jeans Chriat himself had Home 
healings that were gradual. A man at Bethsaida was blind; the Lord laid his 
hands upon him, and he saw men sa trees walkiog. His ^'ision was imperfect. 
The word says that 'afterthat' the Lordmethim again 'aud He put Hia hands 
again npon hia eyes, and made him look np; and he was restored and saw erei; 
man clearly.' Now, 'after that" in Scripture may mean not only au hour or* 
day or a month, but it may cover years. Now, it does not say how long it was 
'ailer that' first laying on of hands that our Lord met the man again; but it 
does not matter if it was a day or an hour or a week. It catublished the prini;iple 
that even through our Lord's own hands there may ho an imperfect hewing, not 
because He heala imperfectly, but hecauae the faith of the recipient is imperfect. 
The word of our Lord is, 'Aathouhaat believed, ao be it done unto thee,' Take, 
for inatance, the two testimonies which we have juat Ustened to. Mr. Lath- 
we«on bcliayeB in aa instantaneous and permanent healing; Mra. Brown does the 
aaine, and they both receive ai^cording to their faith. This little boy, a fatberleus 
little boy, without previous tuition, and his dear mother having a hard light to 
get a living, cornea and receivea an immediate but an imperfect heSing. I did not 
understand why he did not receive perfect restoration of sight, but hia mother 
told me the reason afterwurds. She said when she took the boy to meahe prayed 
that the restoration of his sight might be gradual. She got what she aaked for. 
I have not seen the little fellow for aome months until yesterday, having been 
away from San Francisco on Mission. It was publicly stated that this litue boy 
bad lost what ha had received from the Lord, and, therefore, I asked hia mother 
to bring him here to night. 

"Our eister and the boy testified on the evening of July 9, at our first Testi- 
mony Meeting, In the V. M. C. A. hall of this city, that thia little boy had beau 
blind from birth. These are her words; (Mr. Dowie reads from the short-hand 
report of that meeting.) 'My little boy, Oeorgie, has been afflicted from birth 
with blindness. Three years ago an oimration was performed by Dr. Barcon, of 
this city, and he was able to reliei'e his sight to that extent that he could distin- 
guish day from night, and bright colors— I think red and black. For ten yeaia 
he was unahle to walk without being led. He never saw an object, so far as we 
know, during these ten years — not a, single object — to know what it waa.' 

" 'Since attending thia Mission, Jesus has restored his suht alinoat entirely. 
He can now walk alone, aeo honaea, ohimneya, and small objects very readily. 
He can also see print of large size, and it can be read by him — something I never 
oipected to aoe him do. My little boy in bright aud happy now, and gives Giod 
all the ((lory. Praise hia name forever.' 

" 'I was.' also adds the writer, Mra, Lula Eitchrille, 1241 Misaion Street, 
' inatantly cored of internal hemorrhage of some weeks' standing without any 
laying on of hands, at the first meeting I attended.'

I don't know whether he is here or not. la Judge 
JefFHea here f " There being no reaponse, Mr. Ryan continued : ' ' He is not here, 
I goeas. else he would aay ao. I waa so interested in what Dr. Dowie waa saying 
that I did not notice who was sitting alongside uf me; but something occurred 
tiiat oauaedme to look around, and I saw the Judge. He aaid, 'Great God, Mr. 
, what are you doing here ! ' 

1 said, ' Judge, I have been seeking the Lord, and I have fonnd Hini.'

My father-in-law had been attending the meetings in the Y. M. C, A. Hall, and 
' le to go and hear Bro. Dowie. Bat I pnt bim oB^ until, just to please 
t, and it was the last night. It was jnst suuh a testimony meeting as 
re to-night, and from the testimonies there by tbc brothers and Bisters 
w bo had been healed 1 dimly saw the truth of it. When Bro. Dowie went to 
Oakland I attended all through that Mission, and before I had attended many 
meetings 1 was a thorough believer in tlie doctrine of Divine Healing, So I went 
home ajid told my wife about it. There are nrnuy members of this church who 
know that my wife has been sick foragreat many years. She felt, and sodid I, 
that it was God's will that she shoiUd bo so, and she bore it in that way;

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audience.] Do not trust to a physician, but leave it with Jcsub, iiud He will 
honor your faith, and the healing wil! oome. 

" Brother Dowie aaidit reqaired faith to testify for Jeaua here. Well, dear 
friends, it does. But it doea not now to me, because God has made my religion 
a reality. Before I used to worship God afar off. 1 was a church -member, but 
I never before realized Jesus ai a preaeat Saviour. 

" I weat to visit my fatber-in-law in Alameda just a little wbile ago, and 
SB I was coming home, waiting for the train, I saw the Solvation Army at tlie 
Park Street Station, and I k^ew one of the merabera. There were two ladieH 
and two geutlemon. Quite a large crowd had gathered around them. I stepped 
up to the Captain and I said to him, ' It requires a good deal of courage tor those 
women to stand up there ami testify.' He said, 'Indeed it doea. It is not 
money that Lringa ua here, but just the love of God and the salvation of aonla.'

After looking all overthe building and at the large aodience filling it, we ex- 
claimed, "There is not one. Hallelujah, the Lord lias a victory." 

Fonrthly, will all here who have been healed through taith in Jesua juat 
■tand to their feet, and we shall try to count them." 

A great many did so and we, with the assistance of Dr. Lane and Elder Cad- 
man, counted, and found tbera were over two hundred persona on their feet. 
With great fervor we exclaimed, " Thank God for that '. "

He 

lithe President of the American Divine Healing Association: and this is a new 

me to be called. 1 am not ashamed of it, not ashamed to be identified 

h the American Divine Healing Association, I esteem it a great privilege, 

I, as I have said before, I have not words in the Buglish vocabulary to express 

y gratitude to God and to Bro. Dowie for coming to America and to Sncra- 

ento, to this part of the world, bringing this beautitiil gospel of Divine Healing.

Thegloriona worda, there- 
fore, foltow, Isa. 53 ; 5, 'ThechaHtiaomant of our ])flace was npon Him, and wiUi 
Hia stripes WH ABE HmT-eii. ' 

" Vou may aay that further on the prophecy saya, verae 10, ' Yet it pleased 
the Lord to bniiae Him.' I read theae wOTda. 'to permit Him to he bruiaedi' 
and for many good and sufficient reasons I cannot enter into the matter now and 
here, bnt we have entered into it very largely in our teaching. Titers has been 
a good deal of difference of ^ioioo amongst eminent suholara upon this subject. 
I hold that all throngh the Old Testament there is a mistranslation of the per- 
missive into the causative. If what Peter aays, namely, that He was crucified 
'by the hands of wicked men,' be true, then his crucifixiou could not be the 
Father's action in any sense, although it woa his permisaion. But the awfnl 
guilt of that diabolical crime rests npon the Jews, for it was their sinful aution, 
and Satan's work, of whom they were the blind slaves, through the ' envy ' of 
their deceitful rulers. 

"And BO, throughout the whole of the Old Toatament, I voitureto say yon 
can only rightly un&rstand many passages by altering the caasative into the 
permissive. For inataute, 'Shall there be evil in the city and the Lord hath 
not done it ? ' Anioa 3 : 6. Will any of you say that God oreates, is the doer of, 
every iniquity in San Franciaco? Again, 'I make peace, and create evil.' laa. 
45 ; 7. If God creates evil, then where ia our responsibility, should we fall into 
sin! Again, "The Lord hath put a lying spirit m the mouth of the prophets.' 
1 Einga 22:23. DoesGod put a lying spirit in the mouth of the prophet? Then 
he would be a father of lies, like the devil; and I want to see where the respon 
aibility is, if we are led astray by a false revelation. Change the verb from 
causing to permitting, and the difficulties in theae and hundr«la of passages in 
the Old Testament vanish in a moment, and God justified from one of the foulest 
vhargea brought by infidelity, namely, that He is the author of' innumerable 
crimes. He permits the existence of evil, but permisaioa ia not commission. On 
the contrary, does He not say, Isa. 6 :20, 'Woe unto them that call evil good, 
and good evil, that pat darkness for light, anil light for darkness, that put bitter 
for sweat) and Bweet for bitter?' The New Tes^ment ia abundantly i^ear upon 
the uotter, and I think that we, as ministers of the New Testament, ought to 
interpret the Old by the New, and not the New by tlie Old. I lay it down as a 
<iMlon of interpretation that when we are listening to the Christ we should aay, 
'A greater than Solomon ts here.' And we are not going to Isaiah or Moaes or 
David in preference to Chrisft. When he saya, ' I aay unto you,' it aettlea the 
^luestion. He says, 'A good tree cannot bring forth evil fruit, neither can a 
corrupt free bring forth good fruit.' Matt. 8:17. Goil is not a tree of good 
■nd evil. God ia good, infinitely holy and infinitely pure, and nothing oorrv "" 
can ever come to ns through Hia hands. Diseaae ia evil, the product of Sat 
and sin, hence it can never come from God.

"No, sir, I do not think bo by any manner of means. My views npon that 
subject have been expressed in a recent lecture, entitled, 'A Fact and a Ques- 
tion.' TheFact to which I refer is found iul Corinthians 12: 2S, ' And God hath 
sst {eOfTO — liai/i built into) soma in the Church, first Apoatles, secondarily. 
Prophets, thirdly Teachers, after that, Miracles, then Gifts of Healings, Helps, 
Governments, Diversities of Tongueii.' That is the fact according to the Holy 
Scriptures. The question is, ' Where are They ! ' and upon the right answer ' 
that Question depends the whole truth aa to the rightful organization of I 
Church of God. 

"There ia one more word I would like to add. I may say, brethren, I foni 
it to be a very great blessing to myself to be able to keep very clearly in my^ o« ^^^ 
mind the primitive distinction betivuen Spirit and Soul. I feel convinced that 
much error has crept into the Church, among which is the miserable doctrine of 
annihilation, in consequence of confounding the words Soul and Spirit. We have 
a lecture upon that subject, 'The SanctiGcation of Spirit, Soul and Body,' which 
we illustrate by a diagram. That diagram is not hero; but perhaps you will be 
able to understand what it is after Ihava represented it to you. We .present in 
this diagram four circles; the innermost to represent the indwelling of tub holy 
apiRiT; the next circle ia- the spirit (^jivevfJO); the next the Soul (ipvxij); 
aadtheoutsideciroletheBody ((Taj^fyY The tripartenatnreisnot often preached, 
and man is too often represented as a duality instead of a trinity, made 'in theimaga . 
otGod.' We teach tlie doctrine largely from 1 Tbeas, 5:23, 24. The Holy Spin* J 
is the sanctitter of spirit, soul and body. The difi'erence between spiritand aoal.J 
ia essentially distinct, and ii so shown in the Scriptures.- The firat chapter of' , 
rienesiB shows that beasts have souls; and the same word is used concerning ' 
Adam's BouL But that expression has no reference to the spirit. Genesis 2:7 
shows that man was constituted by God a triparto being — the Boily of dust, the 
Spirit is the Breath of Ood's Life, and the Living Soul is identical with that of 
the animals, birds, fishes in (ienesia 1 : SO and 30, where the same word is used for 
their life. All our light on this matter must come from God'a Word, which 
clearly points to a separation of Soul from Spirit. See Hebrews 4 : 12, 'The 
Word ot God . . . piercing even to the dividing asunder of Soul and Spirit.' 
The soul can die, the spirit never, Christ 'poured ont his soul unto de^th,' 
(Isaiah 63: 12); but that was only His blood, not His Spirit, which could not die. 
The blood is the life. He poureil it out (it was His soul) unto death. And so all 
the way through we have this diatinction of Soul and Spirit in the testimony of 
God. It leads to many practical thoughts, and has a far-reaching imporbwoe 
jiot at first perceived — we have found it ao in oi

ing, tbey understand it ia not the Lord's will that thaj should suffer, and they 
1' ost go to Him in simple faith and ask for healing, and they have gone away 
leaJed aud well. 

"We have preached thia now for more than aiit years. People have come to 
us afflicted with almost every description of disease that you con mention. We 
have bad many of those who have been healed with us day after day for six years 
in Australia, and wo and hundreils of witnesses can testify that they have been 
perfectly healed; aud the Lord has kept tham; for he is not only our Saviour, 
and oar Healer, but oor Keeper." 

The Chairman announced that fifteen minutes remained for questions. The 
Rev. Dr. Pond inquired: "I have been greatly interested — greatly interested, 
and I would like to aak Brother Dowie, not in the spirit of disputation at all, but 
to'iiear what he has to aay about it, in reference to certain cases of sickness met 
ivith in the New Testament, mentioned just as we should mention them, as bi 
the visitation of God's providence; take the case of Epapbroditus and otheri 
presame they are all familiar to him." 

Aiigieri-^" In the case of Epapbroditus, nothing is said by Paul as to bL 
sickness being God's providence. But bis healing is joyfully recorded (Phil. 2 : 27)! 
'Indeed, lie was sick nigh nnto death, but Ootlhtulw-crcyonhim: and not on him 
only, but onmealao, tbatlahonldnot have aorrowupon sorrow.' Epaphroditns 
seems tomeaaood case of Divine Healing. As to the case of Trophemiis. Paul 
simply Bays, 'I left blm at Miletum sick' (2 Tim. 4 : 19). It does not say icJii/ he 
was left sick. He might not have bean faithtul; for at this time many of Paul's 
companions were failing bim. Indeed, be aays, only five verses before this, 'At 
my first answer, no man stood with me; for all men forsook me.' Of course 
Paul had many com|>amonB who were not faithful; Phygellus, Hermogenea, 
Oeraas, and others are named among those who forsook him. It does not follow 
that all of Paul's companions were capable of healing — just as some of you bera 
might be incapable of receiving Divine Healing liecanse of unbeUef." 

After many olher questions by various ministers hod been answered, the time 
having been oictended lor an additional fifteen minutes, the Clnb heartily gave a
